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DETAILED ACTION 



Status of Claims 

In response to the Amendment filed 4/30/04, Claims 40, 43-53, 56-66, 69-74, 77-83, 86- 
96,98-101, 103-108, 1 10-1 13, and 1 15-1 18 are pending. Claims 1-39,41-42,54-55, 
67-68, 75-76, 84-85, 97, 102, 109, and 114 are cancelled. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of claims 42-52, 55-60, 61-65, 68-73, 76-82, 85-94, 97-99, 
and 109-1 1 1 is withdrawn in view of the newly issued rejection below. Examiner regrets 
the delay in the issuance of this rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 40, 43-53, 56-66, 69-74, 77-83, 86-96, 98-101, 103-108, 110-113, and 115-118 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
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claimed invention. There is no description in the specification of the claimed subject 
matter pertaining to "wherein the dramatic goals are based on classic rules of cinematic 
storytelling" (Claim 40 and similar language in the other independent claims). Classic 
rules of cinematic storytelling in not properly described in the application as filed. No 
where in the specification is there a reference to "classic rules of cinematic storytelling." 
Examiner considers "classic rules of cinematic storytelling" to be new matter.
